fercher. This new line will have practically no bridges or culverts 

axcept smal. ones which can ezsily be repaired. Indications are that this 
ig not a temporary route, as several solid rock cuts have been made. It was 
noted that a small tumel lares encugh for a man to walk upright had beer 
excavated parallel to the cuts. This appeared unusuel to source, who 
assumed that the tunnel forms part of a military defense system or is cozstructed 
ressibly for dewclition. .
